AMuov, III., May 5.—-Tho sad catas- 


trophe which occurred at 1:20 yester- 
day afternoon ut the Dixon bridge is, 
indeed, a calamity, 
I 
WI»B there soon 


after the bridge roll ; seventeen bodies 
had then been recovered ; the cries, 
gronnB and loud ugony had given place 
to deep and silent sadness ; all were 
quietly at work in a business way, band- 
ling tackling and corpses. Tho shud- 
der had passed uud the only questions 
were, How many more ? and who ? 


For renders who would understand 


how this terrible calamity occurred I 
write. It wns a wagon and foot bridge, 
with five spans of about 120 foot each, 
Both shore spans are broken to pieces 
and fallen to the water, while three 
middle ones resting entirely upon store 
piers, 
remained 
suspended ly the 


wrouy/it-iron members of the main cords 
from si'.e to a'getfeet belmv tJieir proper 
places, dropped down, letu'em tfie pier*. 
About twelve foot of the bridge floor is 
for a wagon way separated from a five' 
foot path by a 12-foot high partition of 
Inttioo truss work, Directly under this 
iron lattice ii'on work is the main cord. 
This cord is broke in every case about 
12 feet from its bearing on each pier, 
or whore the first truss bolts to the 
chord. 


Not three tuni weight VIM on tho 


spun which first broke down, iibidii from 
its own weight; but tho people (about 
150) wore nil on ono side, and outside 
tho truss. 'J'ho bridge-tender caution' 
od tho people, and others did the sumo; 
but Tew took heed, and perhaps many 
heard uot the words of advice, to '''come 
oft'—there are too many on the bridge," 


The truss bars of wrought iron (cor- 


responding to the lattice-strips) are on 
ly ImU'-inohJtoJono and one-eighth irop, 
and filling in between tho upper and 
lower cords perhaps every live i'cot. At 
tbo point whore the first of these trues 
lattice bars passes over the 12-foot oast 
iron pillar, on cither side of it, and 
bolts to tho lower moju cord on which 
tho floor rests, about 12 to 14 feet out 
from tho pier. At thnt point tho cast 
iron part of tho uord of the north shore 
apan first broke. 
In quick succession, 


and ut about tho same point .in each 
apnn, and in both tho main cords, this 
snapping of cast-iron ooids took place. 
Tho Bridge, us it now stands, with tho 
three cantor spans hung, na it wore, 
between tho piers, about eight feet bo 
low wbero they should bo, reveals tho 
terrible faot that tho sad calamity results 
from Mr. Truosdcll's defective truss. 


DIXON, III, May 6.—There wore 


several baggies' on the bridge, and 
strange to say no one in the vehicles 
was injured, and tho horses also escap- 
ed. Dr 0 Reynolds and J. B. Pomo- 
roy, Mr and Mrs Fowler, Johnny Eus- 
tace, George Morris and 'William Shil- 
look, were in buggies on the bridge 
The lattcr's horse and wagon is still on 
one of tho bouts of the bridge, where 
tho owner must carry it feed. 


There is a report that several bodies 


of children woro found at Sterling ant 
Bookfalle, though this is hardly possi 
bio.

After a night's work under tho su- 


pwrintcndenoo of John C, Jacobs, of the 
[llinow Central, who'kindly tendered 
much assistance, thoro was a derrick 
orootcd last night, and it is hoped this 
morning that tho iron work aiay bo 
iftcd BO that the bodies wil! bo released 
and recovered' 


It is feared wo have uot yet learned 
e extent of tho calamity, for there 


may have boon many on tho bridge 
irom tho country whose names wo have 
not been able to get. 


This is to-day, indeed, a mourn- 


.ng oity. 
Tho shadow of tho awful 


cnlninity that has 
brought 
sudden 


and terrible death to so many happy 
homes seems to rest on ovory 1'uco. All 
day long tho mournful tones of the 
funeral boll has filled tho air, while tho 
cemetery is dottod thickly with now 
made graves. 


Tho men engaged iu croctiug tho 


darricks with which to raiso the full en 
bridge worked all last night, and short- 
ly before noon to-day succeeded in get- 
ting thsui in place and commenced tho 
work of recovering tho bodies of tho 
unfortunates who wore curried down 
underneath tho bridge and held fast by 
it. 
The following are those recovered 


to-day; Mrs. C. W. Kontner, Mrs. E. 
Hope, Robert Dyke, Frank Hamilton, 
Miss Nettie Hill. 


There arc a ureat number of strangcis 


in the city, and tbo river banks in the 
vicinity of the scene of the accident 
havo been lined to-day with people 
anxious to seo tho result of tho sad dis- 
aster. There was a report this morning 
that tho bodies of several children had 
been tab n out of tho river at Hock 
Hill, about two miles below the city, 
but it proved to bo n mistake. It is 
certain that there arc other bodies still 
beneath tho ruins of the fallen spans, 
but how many it is impossible to say. 
Forty bodies altogether have been re- 
covered so far, and it is believed that 
no loss than twelve or thirteen are still 
in the river. 
It is now believed that 


there were not more than 150 people 
on the bridge at tho time of the acci- 
dent. 
The wounded nro nearly nil do- 


ing well, and it is hoped will soon re- 
cover.
